This may be a classical case history of what can be 
achieved by the i.ni.tiat i vaof private philanthropy 
working in "partnership" with universities and pow- 
ful government entities — in this case, the Department 
of Defense and ail Branches of the Armed Forces. 

The mission was to reverse the radical trend on the 
campus and provide an intellectual rationale for ade- 
quate National Defense. 
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During the five years of the ROTC Enrichment Program, 
we commissioned 233 civilian professors to give 1,530 
lectures to ROTC Cadets on 201 campuses. 

In addition, we trained 888 Professors of Military/ 
Aerospace Science in politico-military affairs, geo- 
economics and grand strategy.
